assurances that he and his family 
could get to the United States. This 
-was too rich a proposition for me." 


Mr. Decker repeated the story of the 


rescue from the jail as' already told 
1n his dispatches, and then related what 
happened after the girl was out of the 
prison. 
He said: 
"When Senorita 


Cosio y Cisneros entered our shanty ad- 
joining the jail we let her rest a few 
moments and then took her to a car- 
riage waiting outside and drove to the 
house of a friend. 
The friend was 


holding a reception that night .which 
•was a part of the plot. The man who 
drove the carriage was one of the con- 
spirators. 
Senorita Cosio y Cisneros 


-was exhausted from excitement when 
she reached the house, but she did not 
give way. 


"On Thursday morning she was tak-

Washington, Oct. 15.—The president 


has decided to appoint a special com- 
mission, with plenary powers, to carry 
into effect the reciprocity provisions 
of section 3 and 4 o£ the tariff act, ap- 
proved Juls- 24, 1897. It was found 
making aa investigation of the mat- 
ter that the regular force of the de- 
partment of state is so overcrowded 
with pressing business that serious de- 
lay in carrying out the expressed wish 
of congress would inevitably follow ii 
in addition to the usual routine work 
of the department, its officers were re- 
quired to perform the special examina- 
tions and negotiations essential to car- 
ry forward the will of congress, as ex- 
pressed in the sections above referred 
to. Moreover, the pressure for early 
and consistent action in the 'arrange- 
ment of measures of reciprocity has 
been very great from foreign countries, 
as well as from our own citizens.
